Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: The Examiners noted that a new declaration by the Inventions 
setting forth the proof of conception must be made. The Examiners also provided Mr. Polansky with a detailed timeline 
of the dates of inactivity that were required to be accounted for in order to establish due diligence. As part of 
discussions pertaining to the detailed timeline it was determined that a declaration filed on behalf of either the inventors 
and Legal Department of AMD would be required to provide a reason for periods of inactivity just prior to the invention 
of Barker until the mailing of Exhibit B. In addition to discussions pertaining to due diligence, Examiner Stiglic informed 
Mr. Polansky that upon further review the IDF, Exhibit A, does provide enablement for the claimed subjection upon 
which Barker rejected (claims 1-3 and 9-11). As such, Examiner Stiglic indicated that proof of conception has been 
satisfied . 
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
